T WAS not a pretty sight last Sunday, our own 

Perth Glory being subjected to a soccer lesson 
by a no-nonsense Wollongong Wolves at Perth 
Oval. 

And if that wasn’t enough, Bobby Despotovski 
was sent off midway through the second half for 
a second yellow card infringement when all that 
was needed was a little more protection from the 
ankle hackers. Likewise, Perth referee Louis 
Prospero pointed Wolves defender Jason 
Connolly towards the dressing room a minute 
from time after a heated confrontation with Scott 
Miller who collected a yellow card. Sadly, for 
“Reggie” that was his fourth caution and has to 
sit out today’s clash with Canberra, thus ending 
an unbroken run of playing in every Glory game 
since they began in the NSL. 

One has to raise the question how the Glory 
can reduce a quality team like South Melbourne 
to mediocrity one week and then play like that 
themselves the next. Captain Gareth Naven was 
one of a select few of the Glory players that put 
up some sort of resistance. 

The 3-0 scoreline flattered a Perth side that 
struggled all afternoon to contain a well drilled 
Wollongong outfit. 

After a goal-less opening half, the Wolves 
eventually broke through in the 60th minute 
when Tony Perinich slipped an Alvin Ceccoli left 
side centre past Tom Maras. His intimidatory cel- 
ebrations in front of The Hill along with many of 
his teammates however, earned him a yellow 
card and an unnecessary shower of empty plastic 
bottles. 

Wollongong never relented and made it 2-0 


six minutes later with a diving header from 
Anthony Surjan. Dangerman Scott Chippertfield 
drove in the final nail four minutes from time. 

Sydney United remain the leader on the ladder 
despite suffering their first defeat of the season, 
a 3-0 loss to South Melbourne at the Bob Jane 
Stadium. John Anastasiadis, who was recently 
playing in Greece, netted himself a hat-trick. 

Carlton stay in second place following a score- 
less draw with Gippsland Falcons. Goalkeeper 
Jim Kourtis was the Gippsland hero after bril- 
liantly saving a Lubo Lapsansky penalty that was 
clumsily conceded by Claudio Canosa. 

Just 1576 people watched Canberra Cosmos 
draw 1-1 with Newcastle Breakers at Seiffert 
Oval. Canberra took the lead a minute before 
the break when Ante Moric drilled home a free- 
kick past Brad Swancott, but the Breakers 
secured a share of the points three minutes from 
the end with a scrappy equaliser from substitute 
Liam McGuire. 

A likely takeover of cash-strapped UTS 
Olympic by millionaire Rene Livkin was perhaps 
the major influence for the team’s 2-1 success 
over the Melbourne Knights at the Belmore 
Sports Ground. 

Eric Hristodoulou took full advantage of an 
11th minute free-kick conceded by Knights 
‘keeper Joe Didulica for time-wasting by bulging 
the net with an unstoppable grass-cutter. 

Hristodoulou was also involved in his team’s 
second goal four minutes later, when he lined up 
Brett Emerton to crash home. Substitute Ice 
Kutlesovski reduced the deficit in the 64th 
minute, but then blew any chance of a revival six 
minutes further on when they had veteran stop- 
per Alan Davidson sent off for dragging down a 
goalbound Norm Tome effort. 

UTS substitute Angelo Petratos prevented 
Kutlesovski from equalising in the dying seconds 
with a lunging interception just metres out. 

Marconi gained a much needed victory at the 
expense of lowly Brisbane Strikers, who were 
beaten 1-0 before a crowd of 4027 at the 
Marconi Stadium. Fielding South Korean inter- 
national midfielder Pen Keun Kim, the Stallions 
skipper Brad Maloney netted the winning goal in 
the 18th minute with a close-range header. 

The Adelaide Sharks — Adelaide City clash was 
postponed because of Socceroo commitments 
to a number of City players who are in Saudi 
Arabia.

EGULARS at Perth Oval - and there's over 
15,000 of them — must be scratching their 
head in total disbelief. 

How can Glory be so brilliant one week 
(against South Melbourne Lakers) and then 
produce an awful display in last Sunday's 3-0 
loss to the Wollongong Wolves. 

Taking nothing away from the Wolves, they 
exposed many weaknesses in Glory’s make- 
up, and it was only fortunate the loss was not 
much heavier. 

Coach Gary Marocchi must now concen- 
trate on today’s encounter with Canberra 
Cosmos, and be forced to field a patched-up 
team. 

Bobby Despotovski, red-carded last week, 
is out. Scott Miller and Vinko Buljubasic are 
also suspended. Ernie Tapai is still in Saudi 
Arabia on international duty, and Paul 
Strudwick is out for another month with a 
knee injury. 

As if that’s not enough, Anthony Carbone 
is fighting to overcome hamstring problems, 
and a few other players may be in doubt. 

So local supporters are assured of seeing 
an unfamiliar line-up that will tackle bottom- 
placed Cosmos. 

But who will be there for the opening whis- 
tle? It doesn’t take a genius to see that 
Marocchi will opt for Paul McVittie, Peter 
Vukmirovic, Doug Ithier or Peter Anosike who 
will come into early calculations, but either 
James Afkos or Vladimir Beretovac could 
play their first game for the season. 

Afkos, son of Glory’s deputy chairman, 
Paul Afkos, only signed this year, while 
Beretovac made 14 appearances last season 
and is finding it difficult to break into the 
team. 


Regardless of the line-up, Glory must be 


tipped to grab maximum points. 

Since Glory arrived on the national league 
scene, the capital city club have only 
achieved three victories from 37 games — one 
of which was against Glory.

O PARAPHRASE a well known cliche: Behind 
every team there is another quiet and, no less 
efficient, organisation working away minus the 
headlines. 

The players, coach and assistant coach may 
deservedly take the plaudits for the hard earned 
results out on the park (though the less said about 
the Wollongong Wolves encounter the better for 
everyone's sanity) but Charlie Gallagher is the sort 
of cheerful individual who strives to ensure that the 
Glory are equally well organised off the park. 

Gallagher's role is that of football team manag- 
er and it is the quintessential backroom role that 
has been performed so smoothly by Liverpool 
over the years. 

However, Gallagher's duties away from match- 
days could be termed mundane, but its impor- 
tance in helping players settling down in a new 
environment, booking the gym or swimming pool 
to a night out is inestimable. 

“| mainly liaise between club and players to sort 
any problems or any needs that they require,” he 
says matter-of-factly. 

“Roger Lefort organises their accommodation 
when (new) players come over, but | help them 
move in and assist them during the day. 

“Particularly those who are new to Perth as they 
always need some sort of help and | go over there 
and sort them out.” 

While Bob Paisley was first and foremost 
Liverpool's famed manager he also had the expe- 
rience and sound advice from the likes of Joe 
Fagan, Ronnie Moran and Roy Evans to call upon. 

Each had their own duties to perform, but their 
football brain was no less devalued by others and 
all were expected to contribute to team discus- 
sions. 

Gallagher, who has been involved with local 
football since 1969 as a player right through to 
coach, says one of the keys to a successful club is 
a harmonious backroom staff and that he, Gary 
Marocchi and Micky Brennan are also firm friends 
off the park. 

That ensures a lack of ego in the dressing room 
and allows each to go about their task unhindered. 

“| think man management of the players is one 
of my better attributes,” he stated. 

“lam close to most of the local boys and have 
coached some of them for over 20 years. It did 
take me some time to get a handle on the back- 
ground of the new lads, but you soon learn what 
they need and don't want. 

“| have worked with Gary for a number of years 
and Micky Brennan is also a good friend so, | think, 
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Charlie Gallagher presenting Gareth Naven 
with his personal Cola Cola Captains Series 
can collection. 


we all know what the players want or need on the 
day. 

“Sometimes they want something to shout at, 
sometimes they don't. You are there to assist.” 

But there is one important aspect that marks 
Gallagher out from the players and coaching staff 
in that he provides his time for free. 

Gallagher and his “many volunteer helpers on 
match day” consider payment to be a Glory win 
and the realisation that, no matter how small a role 
they have played, it was appreciated and con- 
tributed to the final result. 

Given that he does not receive a salary from 
Glory, how much does Gallagher really care 
whether they win, draw or lose: 

“My worst Glory moments are when we lose a 
game. An hour after losing a game | am still 
absolutely devastated. 

"Sometimes, when you lose and you have 
played well — it still matters — but you can under- 
stand that loss. 

“Put it this way, if we had played the same 
against Wollongong that we did against South 
Melbourne then nobody would have been worried 
about the 3-0 loss. 

“You would worry about it, but at least you had 
put in a good effort.”

— A Brief History by ANDREW HC 


ANBERRA Cosmos were formed as a com- 
pletely new entity to the Ericsson Cup sea- 
son of 1995-96. The ACT Soccer Federation, 
some leading ACT soccer clubs, and corporate 
sponsors combined to rectify a major misnomer: 
the 10-year -long absence of a national league 
club from the nation’s capital city. 

To coincide with the birth of the national 
league in 1977, a completely new club was 
formed -— Canberra City. Johnny Warren 
coached the team in their first two years. The 
club remained in the national league until 1986. 

City only enjoyed limited playing success - 
their best performance was when they finished 
fifth in the 16-team 1981 season. But off the 
field Canberra had some better success. 
Helped by a move to the newly opened Bruce 
Stadium in 1978, Canberra attracted some big 
crowds. Despite never finishing above 10th, 
and playing in a Canberra winter where the 
maximum temperature rarely reaches 10 
degrees, Canberra City drew 15 crowds of 
5000-plus between 1978 and 1980. Not bad for 
a city of 215,000 people in 1978. 

After leaving Perth to enter the Australian 
Institute of Sport in 1982, former Socceroo goal- 
keeper Tony Franken started his distinguished 
A-league career at Canberra City in 1984. 

And despite not having a national league 
team to call their own between 1987 and 1995, 
the Canberra region still managed to produce 
the likes of Socceroos Ned Zelic and Andrew 
Bernal. 

Despite enormous predictions to the contrary, 
Canberra Cosmos finished respectably in their 
first A-league season 1995-96. In finishing ninth, 
they performed better than much more experi- 
enced teams Wollongong, Newcastle and 
Gippsland Falcons. 

Much of the credit could be given to leg- 
endary and experienced Socceroo captain Paul 
Wade. But 1995-96 also saw the revelation of 
talented Canberra-based youngsters Michael 
Musitano and Alex Castro, who were according- 
ly snapped up by other clubs in the 1996 off- 
season.

Canberra's second season was much more 
forgettable however. In finishing last, the club 
ended the season 16 points behind the second- 
last placed team. And a 6-0 drubbing by the 
Glory was the biggest win by a debutant A- 
league team since the league started in 1977. 

But a positive aspect of a dreary 1996-97 was 
to sting the club and the Canberra community 
into major action —- and computing company 
Novell came on board with a stunningly large 
sponsorship in 1997. 

This allowed the Cosmos to recruit the 1996- 
97 coach of the year Branko Culina. And after 
losing their best players the previous year, 
Canberra was a net importer of quality players 
for this season. 

If Cosmos were disheartened by their less 
than favourable birth in the A-league, they only 
need to look at the history of their rugby league 
counterparts for enlightenment. The Canberra 
Raiders finished dead last in their inaugural sea- 
son (1982). But within six years the Raiders 
made their first rugby league grand final, and by 
1994 they had won their third championship. 

If Canberra Cosmos can further enhance the 
local support from the ACT, then they're sure to 
have a long and proud record to look back on - 
and sooner rather than later!

seemed like minor offences. 

Current Glory midfielder Michael Garcia 
and Richard Watson, two players that had pre- 
viously featured with local Premier league 
soccer clubs, emerged as the pick of the visi- 
tors best performers. 

The Cosmos received a fair idea about 
what sort of day it would be when talented 
midfielder Lachlan Armstrong limped off after 
just 10 minutes of play. Nine minutes later 
Paul McVittie opened the scoring with a 
close-range header. Bobby Despotovski and 
Dale Wingell gave the newcomers a handy 
3-0 lead at the break, skipper Gareth Naven, 
Man-of-the-match Scott Miller and 
Despotovski completed the rout. It was also 
the match that confirmed Perth had some- 
thing that had been previously unheard of 
and eventually the envy of the rest of the 
Ericsson Cup clubs, vocal support - and 
plenty of it! 


F THERE were any remaining sceptics after 

the Perth Glory had won their first game in 
the national league against the Newcastle 
Breakers, they would have all but vanished 
after they gave Canberra Cosmos a 6-0 
pounding a week later. The only sour note 
was a 77th minute red card shown to defend- 
er Vlad Beretovac, but not before he had per- 
formed an_ effective marking job on 
Canberra's former Socceroo skipper Paul 
Wade. Referee Barry Panella in fact had 
bewildered many of the 8,053 crowd with six

1962 CHILE 
Brazil at Laat! 


N CHILE, at the foot of the Andes, Brazil 

took off with its second consecutive world 
title, even with Pele absent from the team. 

But this seventh World Cup is also remem- 
bered as the occasion when football become 
more “physical”. 

After two consecutive European-based 
ournaments — Switzerland 1954 and 
Sweden 1958 — the World Cup returned to 
South America 12 years after Brazil played 
10st. 

FIFA’s choice of Chile, however, raised 
more then a few eyebrows as it was believed 
to be sorely deficient in many areas (stadi- 
ums, access roads, capacity) and incapable of 
slaying host to such a large-scale event. 

Fifty-six teams — a new record — took part 
in the qualifying rounds, which saw the elimi- 
nation of France and Sweden, two of the big 
guns from the 1954 tournament. 

Many first-round games in this 1962 World 
Cup, such as USSR v Yugoslavia, Chile v Italy 
and West Germany v Switzerland, were unfor- 
tunately marred by over-physical play. 

The ugly side of football had reared its 
head for the first time in a World Cup com- 
petition: all the more apparent because the 
Brazilian world champions were not really 
able to deliver their usual scintillating style of 
play, having problems getting into their 
stride. 

And the injury sustained by Pele against 
Yugoslavia did nothing to make matters easi- 
er. 

The star of the 1958 World Cup finally 
imped out of the 1962 tournament for good 
ollowing a muscle injury suffered against 
Czechoslovakia. Nevertheless, the Brazilians, 
ed by Garrincha and Zagallo, though less 
devastating than in Sweden, managed to 
qualify for the quarter-finals, which was not to 
pe the case for Uruguay, Argentina or Italy. 

The tournament's emotional high-spot 
came in the quarter-finals when the host 
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nation Chile defeated the USSR (2-1) and the 
whole country took to the streets to cele- 
brate. The Chileans’ joy was short-lived how- 
ever, for in the semi-final the Brazilians 
proved too strong for them. 

Brazil therefore qualified for its second con- 
secutive final. Its opponent for the title was to 
be Czechoslovakia, surprise winner over 
Yugoslavia in the semi finals. 

The Czechs had already forged a draw (0-0) 
against the Brazilians in the first round and 
also miraculously beaten the Hungarians in 
the quarter-finals, the latter having struck the 
post no less than four times. 

Against all the odds it was the Czechs who 
took the lead in the final, before the Brazilians 
equalised two minutes later and then went on 
to score two more to retain the title: a mag- 
nificent feat from a team including nine play- 
ers who had taken part in the victorious 1958 
campaign. 

Brazil therefore joined Italy and Uruguay in 
the honours list as the only nations to have 
won the Jules Rimet trophy on two occasions. 
For the moment, at least...

THE WHISTLE BLOWERS 
Regulations for FIFA Panel Members 


Today's referee, Eugene Brazzale is a FIFA Referee. He was previously a FIFA Assistant 

Referee and as such officiated at the 1994 World Cup finals. He has recently returned 

from refereeing at the U/17 World Cup finals in Egypt. The following details how FIFA 
Referees and Assistant Referees are selected. 


EGULATIONS governing the Registration 
of International Referees and Assistant 
Referees on the FIFA Lists. 


Article 1 

Each year FIFA publishes one list of refer- 
ees and one of assistant referees who are eli- 
gible to officiate at international matches. 
These lists come into effect on 1 January of 
any year and are valid until 31 December of 
the same year. 


Article 2 

In compliance with Art 31(d) of the FIFA 
Statutes, the FIFA Referees’ Committee 
draws up the lists of international referees 
and assistant referees. 


Article 3 

Each year, the FIFA Referees’ Committee 
requests each national association affiliated 
to FIFA to nominate candidates whom they 
consider qualified to act as an international 
referee or international assistant referee. (It is 
Soccer Australia’s policy that only Australian 
Citizens shall be nominated and also only if 
at a high level on the Ericsson Cup Panels). 


Article 4 
To nominate a candidate, the national 


associations shall observe the following con- 
ditions: 

* (a) a maximum of 10 candidatés may be 
proposed for each list; 

(b) the proposed referees and assistant ref- 
erees shall be at least 25 years old on 1 
January of the year for which they have been 
nominated and shall not have reached the 
age of 45; referees and assistant referees 
who have been proposed for the first time 
may not be older than 40 in the year in which 
they are nominated; 

(c) the proposed referees and assistant ref- 
erees shall have officiated regularly as such 
at matches in the highest division in their 
country for at least two years; 

(d) only candidates who have officiated 
more often as assistant referees than as ref- 
erees in the previous 12 months may be con- 
sidered for the list of international assistant 
referees; 

(e) referees and assistant referees who are 
nominated must have passed the physical 
fitness tests of FIFA within four months of 
their being proposed as international refer- 
ees or assistant referees; 

(f) national associations shall supply FIFA 
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with grades for the proposed referees and 
assistant referees based on the marks 
obtained at national level. The grades shall 
apply only to first division matches at which 
they have officiated in the 12 months prior to 
the nomination as international referees or 
international assistant referees; 

(g) the official forms shall be returned, duly 
filled in and bearing the national associa- 
tion's stamp, to the FIFA general secretariat 
by the prescribed deadline; 

(h) failure to fulfil any of the foregoing con- 
ditions, such as the physical fitness tests, will 
lead to the rejection of the candidate in 
question. 


Article 5 

An international referee included in the list 
for any given year may not be proposed as 
an international assistant referee on any sub- 
sequent list until a minimum waiting period 
of 12 months (for specialisation) has elapsed. 
This period shall begin on the day on which 
the referee concerned no longer appears on 
the international list in this capacity. An inter- 
national assistant referee included in the list 
for any given year may not be proposed as 
an international referee on any subsequent 
list until a minimum waiting period of 
12 months (for specialisation) has elapsed. 
This period shall begin on the day on which 
the referee concerned no longer appears on 
the international list in this capacity. 


Article 6 

The FIFA Referees’ Committee decides 
which nominations will be accepted for the 
lists of international referees and assistant 
referees. It may consult the confederations 
before reaching a decision. 
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Article 7 

The committee reserves the right to select 
whichever number of nominations it deems 
appropriate from among the total number of 
referees and assistant referees proposed. 
Furthermore, when making its choice, it is 
not obliged to accept the grade accorded to 
any candidate under the terms of Art 4 (f) 
above. 
Article 8 

A referee or an assistant referee who is 
accepted will automatically be given the 
FIFA international referee's badge or interna- 
tional assistant referee’s badge, whichever is 
applicable. They shall wear the badge at all 
the matches at which they officiate during 
the year of their career as international refer- 
ee or assistant referee. However, a FIFA 
assistant referee may not wear the FIFA inter- 
national assistant referee's badge in matches 
in which he is officiating as a referee. 
Article 9 

The FIFA Referees’ Committee reserves 
the right to suspend or eliminate any inter- 
national referee or assistant referee from the 
list on account of inadequate ability, lack of 
discipline or for any other reason. 
Article 10 

National associations to which interna- 
tional referees and assistant referees belong 
may request the FIFA Referees’ Committee 
to suspend or eliminate a referee or assistant 
referee from the lists, providing they can 
substantiate their request. 
Article 11 

The FIFA Referees’ Committee reserves 
the right to decide whether or not it will 
appoint a referee or assistant referee includ- 
ed in these lists.

HE Scott Miller of today is much different 
than the one that played in the local 
league some six or seven years ago. 


As a teenager, Miller wore his hair long (as 
many did then) and a quick temper on the 
field occasionally got him on the wrong side 
of referees. 


He may have inherited his early 
aggressiveness from his Scottish-born father, 
Jimmy, or even his uncle, Hughie Miller — 
both fine players from a distant era. 


“Yes, | suppose | was a bit fiery in those 
days, but that’s in the past,” Miller said. “But 
as one matures, a deeper concentration is 
required and | find that | have to bite my lip 
now and again.” 


Today, Miller's hair is cropped much shorter 
and the temper is adequately curbed — even 
though he received his fourth booking of the 
season last week and will be out of action 
today. 


Last week's yellow card means that the 
talented midfielder will serve an automatic 
suspension which will end his perfect record 
for Glory. 


He was the only one to play every game 
last term and the unblemished record now 
shudders to a halt after 37 consecutive 
games. 

Miller started his senior career at 
Spearwood before moving on to Perth SC, 
Sembawang (Malaysia) and Perth Kangaroos. 

Four years ago he entered the national 
league with Morwell (Gippsland) Falcons 


where he had two seasons before returning 
to Perth, and Glory. 

“The first year at Morwell was really great 
and we had experienced players such as 
Ernie Tapai and Warren Spinks who both 
helped me a lot,” Miller said. “We even 
finished fourth in the league but got bundled 
out of the play-offs by South Melbourne.” 

Miller's national league experience 
certainly showed once returning to Perth as 
he had his rough edges smoothed out by the 
Morwell coaches, Bobby McLaughlin and 
Harry Bingham. 

Early this year Miller came to the attention 
of top Portuguese club Sporting Lisbon, but 
nothing eventuated as it was during a crucial 
period of the Glory season. 

More recently, Miller (and Vas Kalogeracos) 
had trials in the Netherlands, with Graafshap, 
which he describes as a great experience. 

“| was with Graafshap for a fortnight and 
the training was really intense,” he said, “It 
just makes one realise how much fitter 
European players are in comparison to our 
local players.” 

Miller had no idea that when Glory started 
it would attract home crowds of around 
16,000. 

“| expected attendances of about 6000, or 
so, but Glory’s impact has staggered 
everyone -— | only hope the support 
continues,” he said. 

Miller aims to see Glory improve on last 
year's heartbreak on missing the play-offs. 

“We have a stronger squad now, and 
there’s nothing | would like more than to 
make the top six - after that, anything is 
likely,” he said. 

Believe it or not, but Miller holds a unique 
record in the brief history of Perth Glory of 
being the only captain not to lose a game. He 
wore the captain's armband last February in 
the 1-1 draw with West Adelaide Sharks while 
regular skipper, Gareth Naven, was 
suspended.
